alloged confllct between two gections of thi
cnnstitution, and referving to section 3 uf
artiele ix, just quoted, which, he says, re-
lates pxclusively to the existent Indebtedness
of the state and declared that the legislature
at its first session should provide by law for
the funding of the outstanding warrants or
other indebtedners of the wtale, it is held
that, “The sole and only object of thiseetion
was to provide for the paymoent of the out-
standing state debt, no matier what might be
the nature and character of the same, and
the execution of this one ohject exhausts the
power conferied by this section.”  The same
provigion {8 further elucidated In this deci-
slon by the following passage “The fund-
ing act of 1877 mercly provides the funds for
and the mode of qnent of the state debt
exlsting at the ti and when this Is ue-
complizhed the leglslative authority conferred

It Is urged that [ the power granted to

Agains
this, however, the argument s made that
the constitution referred to the then Noating
